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END OF UPRISING 


Revolutionaries Give Up the 


Struggle at Moscow 


| WHITE FLAG DISPLAYED 


Hundred Men Kept Up Show of 

Fight That Comrades Might 
Under 
ment Quarier Is Desolate 


Excape Cover--Tene- 


Moscow, Jan. 1.—White flags flying 


from a dozen factories in the tenement 
house, or Presna district, where the 
revolutionaries made their last stand, 
now bear mute witness to the end of the 
December uprising in Moscow. The 
entire district is now occupied by 
troops. 

lburing Saturday night the vast ma- 
jority of the members of the “Fighting 
Legions” either surrendered or, after 
throwlng away their arms, endeavored 
to escape in the guise of peaceful citi- 
zens. Only the members who acted asa 
guard to ihe revolutionary committee 
stuck to their colors and the surrender 
of this handful yesterday furnished the 
last act of the sanguinary drama. 

The staging of this last act was ad- 
wmirable—a snow-covered landscape, 
the smail black residence with a tiny 
red fag fluttering from its gable, the 
end of Corbatoff bridge, black with the 
guns of the artillery, and a thin encir- 
cling line of the Seminovsky regiment of 
the guard, broken only directly in the 
line of fire. Suddenly there was a 
tlash of tire from the mouth of one of 
the guns and a solid shot ploughed 
through the walls of the house. A few 
spluttering shots replied from the win- 
dows. The innon spoke again and 
until shots had becn 


ugain a ‘ane L 
tired. 

It looked like murder to the specta- 
tors on a hil!, and so evidently thought 
the officer in command of the battery, 
which ceased fire A reserve company 
of the Seminovsky regiment then ad- 
vanced and tired volleys at the upper 
windows. At the third volley a white 
handkerchief attached to a bayonet 
was pushed through a shattered pane. 
i+ waved frantically and all was over.

Strange to say, not one of the men 
had even been wounded, and when 
they found that they would not be im- 
mediately executed they appeared to 
be rather relieved that the end of the 
|; Struggie had come. The number of 
| Seated, is belng constantly aug- 


mented, most of the new arrivals being 
arrested at the bridges or at other points 
of egress in the Presna district, which 
is crowded with refugees. 

It is learned that after the fall of the 
Prokharoff cotton mill and other fac- 
j tories a council was hastily held at 
which it was decided that the revolu- 
tion had failed and an order was given 
to every man to save himself as best 
he could. A hundred agreed to hold to- 
| gether so as to keep up a show of fight, 
| under cover of which the others could 
escape. 

After the final surrender the inhabs 
itants swarmed into the streets of the 
| district and cleared away the remains 
| of the barricades and other obstructions 
| with which for a week the revolution- 
| aries had blockaded the district. 

In squads of five, the soldiers pen- 
|} etrated every house, searching for 
| weapons. Considering the intensity of 
Saturday's bombardment, when as 
|} inany as five shots a minute were tired, 
| besides the steady volleys of the in 
fantry, the losses are surprisingly 
small, not more than 40 of the revolu- 
tionaries er the inhabitants being 
killed, and only about 200 being wound- 
ed in the district. Among the fighting 
revolutionaries were several girl stu- 
dents, who stood by their comrades un- 
til the last. 

The only serious attempt at defense 
was made at Schmidt's furniture fac- 
tory, where the losses were heavy, but 
lit is impossible to give the number, 
as the factory was burned and the 
bodies were incinerated. The Manan- 
| toff factory was also burned. 

The losses to the troops were slight 
in this region. The Seminovsky regi- 
ment, which performed most of the 
work, had one man killed and a score 
wounded. 

The Presna quarter is a scene of deso- 
lation. Fugitives are seeking new 
homes and the women are bending un- 
der the weight of buge packs of bed- 
ding, many of them dragging their 
| children along. Sledges are piled high 
| with all the worldly goods of many 
| Familles, the lamily ikon usually 
crowning the top of each pile. The 
poor people make very slow progress 
with their bundles and are subjected 
to continual search by the soldiers, who 
sometimes delight in throwing the 
loads into the snow and making merry 
at the sorry spectacle. 

The appesrance of the centre of the 

city is quite normal. The people who 

have been cooped up for a week are 
crowding the streets, through which 
pass gay sleighs and the magnificent 
turnouts of the Moscow merchant 
princes. 

The workmen's council, or what Is 
left of it outside prison, has formally 
declared the strike off. The revolution- 
eries have managed to get out a procia- 
mation declaring that the purposes of 
the revolt have been fully accomplished 
and calling upon the proletariat to pre- 
pare for a decisive battle Jan. 22. A 
great many of the workmen, however, 
are in an angry mood and are threatem

Printers Moy (hut Work 


the inauguration of a strike for an 
eight-hour workday which will extend 
to nearly all the cities of the United 
States. The sirike is declared by offi- 
clals of the International Typographical 
union and of the 49,000 members It is 
estimated that 10,000 will be affected, 
all in the book and job printing trade. 

In Boston a strike of about 300 book 
and job printers is expected Feb. 1. 
The struggle is thus deferred a month 
in this city, but the assessment of 10 
percent on the wages of all union 
printers begins today. 

The struggle, it is declared on both 
sides, will be one to a finish. The 
Typothetae, or Employers’ association, 
has organized to make a determined 
effor to maintain the present nine-hour 
day, and the International Typographi- 
cal uplon Is equally determined to win. 

Both sides have plenty of funds. The 
union has voted an assessment of 10 
percent each week on the wages of 


working members, which will yield 
about $62,000 weekly. The American 
Federation of Labor has also con- 


tributed $80,000 to the strike fund. 

Newspapers are not affected by the 
Strike, as the Internationa! Typo- 
graphical union and the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association have 
an agreement and are on friendly 
terms. 

The master printers claim to have 
plenty of non-union men to take the 
strikers’ places, but the union men de- 
clare the non-union men will be un- 
able to do the work.

Increase in Nomber 
Rmployed in 
Granite Cutting 
Yards of Quincy 


The year just closed has been a busy 
| one in the granite induatry. At no time 
daring the year has business been very 
| quiet, except fora brief period during 
the time the differences ‘between the 
cutters and manufacturers were being ad- 
justed, and for a few weeks during the 
early fall months. 

Not only has it beena good year for the 
manufacturers but for the workmen as 
well, as more men have been employed 
on the average than for several years. 

The class of work turned out has 
also been of a superior grade than for 
some years, and everybody feels satisfied 
with the year’s work asa whole. 

The outlook for the present year is 
also bright. The spring orders have 
begun to come in well, and the out- 
look is bright for a good season’s 
work. Many of the manufacturers be- 
lieve that the volume of work the 
present year will exceed that for several 
years. 

Through the courtesy of Secretary- 
Treasurer Duncan, of the Granite Cat-

tribution of water. The assumptions 
therefore are that the risks of fire are 
very great in the following-vamed 
cities of 10,000 population or more in 
tbe United States and Canada; that 
means for fire prevention and protection 
are dependent on the co-operation of 
departments and the activities of of- 
ficials in the municipalities aud that 
great responsibilities rest on property 
owners.’’

Fails to Materialize 


IS CHOSEN FOR SPEAKER 


Merritt and Wainwright Se- 
cured but 29 Votes Between 
Them in Opposition to Hig- 
gins’ For Which 
Odell Ils “Grateful”

caucus for speaker of the assembly 
and will be elected to that office when 
the assembly convenes. Wadsworth 
bad 75 out of 104 votes cast in the 
caucus, Edwin A. Merritt, Jr., of St. 
Lawrence receiving 14 and J. M. Walu 
wright of Westchester 1. 

The vote was taken by open rollcall 
and there was no allempt to secure a 3e- 
cret ballot, as had been expected. This 
result brings to a close one of the most 
remarkable speakership campaigns io 
recent years, characterized by marked 
factional bitterness. 

Mr. Wadsworth was not among the 
candidates originally in the field, but 
was proposed by Governor Higgins in a 


formal statement and, in addition to 
the support of the governor and his 
friends, was regarded as having the 
approval of Presid: ut Roosevelt. Mer 


ritt had the backing of State Chairman 
Odell and bis friends in the state or- 
ganization, who fought with marked 
determination for his election or, failing 
that, for the defeat of Wadsworth. 

After learning the result of the 
caucus Higgins said: “I am neither 
disappointed nor surprised. The voice 
of the people and of the press has been 
heard here and the representatives of 
the people in the assembly have, in my 
opinion, followed the sentiment ex 
pressed.” 

“I have no comment to make on the 
action of the Republican caucus,” said 
Odell, “except to Siy that I am grate- 
ful for the I am vot at all 
disheartened by the result.” 

Both houses of the legislature con- 
vened at noon today. After the or- 
ganization of the assembly the annual 
message of Governor Higgins was read 
aud the legislature then adjourned for 
one week 


29 votes. 


Important Labor Decision 

New York, Jan. 3—The supreme 
court, in the case of Harry Marcus, 
convicted on a charge of coercing Hy- 
man Steinbaum to enter into a written 
agreement with the H. Marcus Shirt 
company not to become a member of 
any labor organization as a condition 
of securing employment with that con- 
cern, reversed the judgment of con 
viction and ordered the defendant dis 
charged. The court holds that the law 
which forbids the making of contracts 
of the kind described declaring such 
act a misde peanor is unconstitutional 


Improper Evidence Was Admitted 

Philadelphia, Jan. 8.—The state su 
preme court has granted a new trial to 
Charles Johnson, who was convicted 
of murder in the first degree for kill 
ing his sister-in-law, Margaret Jolhev 
son, and her niece, Annie Benjamin, 
10, near Towanda. Bigler Jobn 
brother of Charles and husband 
of the murdered woman, was hanged 
on July 25 last for participating in the 
crime The new trial Is ordered be- 
cause the supreme court holds that the 
lower court permitted improper evi- 
dence to go before the jury.

Young to Be Reprimanded 

Washington, Jan. 3.—Secretary Bona- 
parte has acted upon the proceedings 
of the court martia! in the case of Com- 
mander Young of the Bennington, who 
was tried on charges connected with 
the fafal explosion on that vessel at 
San Diego, Cal., last summer. The 
court found Young guilty of a part of 
the specifications alleging negligence of 
duty and sentenced him to receive a 
letter of reprimand, which sentence 
will be carried out. 


Objections to Home Rule 

Belfast, Ire., Jan. 3.—Four thousand 
delegates from the province of Ulster 
assembled here to protest against any 
attempt on the part of the government 
of Premier Bannerman to grant home 
rule to Ireland. Shortly after the deie- 
gates assembled there was a scene of 
great disorder, a section of the audl- 
ence refusing to listen to the speeches. 
The meeting broke up in confusion. 


Strikers’ Bad Bargain 
St. John, Jan. 3.—The printers of The 
Evening Times, who went out on strike, 
to work. 
The men struck because of the dis- 
charge of one of their number and de- 
manded his reinstatement. The dis- 
charged man has not been taken back 
and two of the strikers, including the 
foreman of the composing room, will 

not be allowed to resume work. 


A Disastrous Runaway 

New York, Jan. 3—Dashing through 
a single block of the teeming East Side, 
a runaway horse left a trail of 12 per- 
sons on the pavement behind him, two 
unconscious with broken skulls, who 
may die. The horse ran through 
Avenue B, dragging a wrecked buggy 
behind him. There were almost as 
many pedestrians in the middle of the 
street as on the sidewalk. 


People in Pauama Dissatisfied 
With the Gonditious 

Washington, Jan. 3.—Efforts to pro- 
mote selfish interests both In the canal 
zone and the republic of Panama proper 
may involve the United States govern- 
ment in serious difficulties. A man 
who has just returned to this city af- 
ter a long sojourn in the canal! zone de- 
clares conditions are so serious that a 
revolution may be looked for even as 
early as next May. People owning 
real estate in the cana! zone and hav- 
ing business interests there are jealous 
of any assistance given the Panama re- 
public by our government. They ap- 
preciate the value of our protection and 
want that limited to the zone. 

Meanwhile the Panamans are dis- 
contented, so it is claimed, because of 
the conservatism of President Ama- 
dor’s government, and would adopt 
some means for compelling the satteu- 
tion of our government to the needs of 
the republic and an active participa- 
tion In its financial and industrial de- 
velopment. The Panamans charge 
that the $10,000,000 given the republic 
when the canal was sold to our govern- 
ment is not being expended as it 
should be, and they want more of it laid 
out In the republic proper. 

General Huertas, who was pensioned 
as a reward for his activity during the 
birth of the republic and has been 
spending his time and his pension In 
France, is expected to return and per- 
haps lead-the malcontents in their 
miniature uprising. The so-called revo 
lutionists do not expect to throw their 
republic wholly into the lap of the 
United States as a province, but hope 
through a series of annoyances to focus 
our attention and secure more efficient 
guardianship on our part. 


Painting Mystery Soived 

Boston, Jan. 3.—“Mrs. John L. Gard- 
her personally purchased Giorgione’s 
famous painting, ‘Christ with the 
Cross,’ while she was in Italy eight 
years ago, from someone connected 
with the Loschi palace at Vincensa,” 
said a close friend of Mrs. Gardner. 
“This person had authority to sell. The 
purchase was known to Bernard Beren- 
sou, the New York art critic, and te 
others In Mrs. Garduer’s party. The 
deal was lawful, but was kept for a 
time from the Italian public.” 


Tweitve Hundred Printers Out 

New York, Jan. 3.—Twelve hundred 
unlon printers, the employes of 44 book 
and job printing concerns in New York 
city, have gone on strike for the eight 
hour day. Members of the loca! 
Typothetae assert that hundreds of 
non-union printers from various parts 
of the country are hurrying to New 
York to take the places of the strikers. 
Representatives of the Typographical 
unien declare the eight-hour day prin- 
ciple has already been won in New 
York.

Peoria, Ills., Jan. 3.—The report of 
the Everett Audit company op the de 
faications of N. C. Dougherty, the for- 
mer city superintendent of schools. 
who pleaded guilty to a charge of the 
embezzlement of public funds and who 
is now serving in the penitentiary an 
indeterminate sentence, shows a totai 
shortage for seven years of $541,408.50

have been placed in the hands of a re 
ceiver.

The cause of the 
failure is not announced.

TO REVIVE INDIAN MUSIC 


Suggestion That Reservation 
Schools Teach Mystic Songs. 


IDEA OF OOMMISSIONER LEUPP. 


His Recommendation to Congress 
That Music Be Taught In Governa- 
ment Schools For ladians Eathusi- 
astically Approved by Old Chicis. 
Paveorite Song of a Squaw. 


Indian Commissioner Leupp’s recom- 
mendation in his annual report to con- 
gress that Indian wusic be taught in 
the government schools for lndiaus is 
receiving te enthusiastic approval of 
the old chiefs on the reservations, but 
the younger Indians know scarcely 
more about Indian music than the av- 
erage white man of the west, says @ 
Yankton (S. D.) correspondent of the 
Ciacinnati Enquirer. 

No suggestion more to the liking of 
the grizzled warriors, who spend much 
of their time mourning over the depar- 
ture of happy days when they could 
dance, sing and fight, has been made 
by an Indian commissioner in recent 
years, With the revival of the Indian 
wusic there is certain to be an awak- 
ening of the Indian spirit, the heritage 
of centuries of wild life on the plains 
and in the forests, and with these there 
is sure to come some restoration of the 
manliness for which the race was noted 
and for lack of which the Indians are 
struggling with disease and inebriety. 

Few, indeed, have any idea of the 
real Indian music. The reds do not pa- 
rade their national songs or their mu 
Whatever their prac- 
tice in wild life, Indian music cannot be 
heard now except at long intervals, 
when the tribes are engaged in some 
tut there is real 
Indian wusic, as taneful and as sweet 
as the American songs which they have 
learned to sing in recent years. There 
are joyous, fanatical or warlike songs 
of the dance, the solemn or strangely 
weird song of lamentation and the self 
satisfied song of work. The words of | 
many of the songs have a beauty all 
their own. A mystic sort of fervor | 
runs through them, and some of them | 
are fairly thrilling even when robbed 
of their picturesqueness by translation. | 

Old Indians are now looking forward | 


| to the day when their songs will be 


commonly sung on the reservations and | 
again give them an opportunity to pour 

out all the disappointed hopes of years, 

the heartaches and homesickness. They 
formerly sang of all the white men sing 

of and begged the Great Spirit to pity | 
their desolation, They sang until the 

mind ruled the poor starved body, and | 
then in a trance the old Indians could 
see all for which they yearned. 

Again they are to sing the songs, and 
they are rejoicing that they are to be 
left forever in the minds of the younger 
generation; that they may see, as their 
fathers have seen many a time, the 
home scenes of years of plenty; watch 
again the making of the pemmican; 
bear again the wind whistling through | 
the tepee poles, while within the fire 
burned brightly and the games en 


merrily on. 

Old Indian women on the South Da- 
kota reservations remember when they | 
were expecting from friendly 
tribes, and when they offered the hos-| 
pitality of their wigwams to the way- 
farers, and this was the simple song 
they would sing: 


Visits 


“I am mashing the berries 

They say travelers are coming on the 
march. 

I stir berries round; I stir them 
around, 

I take them up with a spoon of buffalo 
hern 


| And I carry them, I carry them to the 


strangers." 

While the men remember times on | 
the hunt when they sat on the backs of 
their ponies waiting for the return of | 
the runners who had been sent out to! 
locate the buffaloes, and in their loneli- 
ness they would sing: 

“He! They have come back racing 

Why, they say there is to be a buffalo 
hunt here. 

‘Make arrows. Make arrows,’ 

Says the father, says the father.” 

Stretched on the grass iu front of her 
wigwam an squaw was asked 
what she considered her favorite song, 
and she explained that she always sang 
about her mother. She said she remem- | 
bered when a girl she would see visions 
of her dead mother, and she would | 
sing: 
“ ‘Mother, mother, 

home 
My little brothers go all about crying 
y little brothers go always about cry- 
ing, 
‘Mother, come home; mother, come 
home.’ "’ |

strain,” is known to almost every In- 
dian of the church. 

Besides the religious songs of the In- 
dians there are songs of hunting, songs 
of war and of work, which are gayer 
than the religious songs. The Indians 
love to sing while they are at work, 
and many of their best songs were 
those sung by young girls, who do much 
of the work about the lodge.

Third Hostelry Resumes Sale of 
Liquor Under Old License and 
May Have to Answer to Grand 
Jury, as Well as rolice Board 


Boston, Jan. 4—Two Boston hotels 
have acceded to the view of District 
Attorney Moran, who had held their 
liquor licenses void on account of vio- 
lations of the “screen law,” and have 
| been granted new licenses by the board 
of police, but a third, the Hotel Essex, 
resumed the sale of liquor after baving 
closed its bar for a week. 
Immediately the district attorney 
sent his ageuts to the Hotel Essex to 
collect evidence against the hotel, and it 
| is undefstood that he will present this 
| before the grand jury, not only as 
against the Essex hostelry, but also 
as against the police board, on account 
of its failure to revoke the license of 
the Hotel Essex on account of violations 
of the law by that hotel.

Banking Laws. 

Since the new business corporation 
law went into effect there has been 
a growing tendency to organize cor- 
porations to engage in banking, and 
on the part of foreign corporations 
to obtain admission into Massachu- 
setts for the same purpose. 

The policy of the Commonwealth 
has been to restrict the business of 
to corporations organized 
under the banking laws. It has been 
safe-cuarded as to investments and 
management, and placed under the 
immediate supervision of a competent 
board of examiners. To allow cor- 
porations to do the banking business 
under any other conditions is hazar- 
dous to the public and a menace to 
our banking institutions 

I recommend that legislation be en- 
acted to strengthen our present laws 
by the removal of any ambiguity of 


phrase, with such other action as may | 


conduce to the effective prevention of 


unauthorized banking.

The revelations as to the practices 
of the great life insurance companies 


of New York have roused the coun-; 


try to just indignation. Certain fra- 
ternal orders have met in convention, 
to suggest reforms; the insurance 
commissioners of the various States 
have met, and are again to meet; com- 
mittees of policy holders of the great 
New York companies have organized, 
and are later to report their findings. 
We have also the suggested remedy 
of national regulation. 

Our own Massachusetts life insur- 
ance companies, organized under our 
own laws, contain no instance of sub- 
sidiary trust companies organized for 
stock speculation, nor are they bur- 
dened with the scandalqs salary lists 
of the New York companies.

Highways and Automobiles. 

The report of the Highway Com- 
mission, asking for a greater meas- 
ure of control, deserves your careful 
consideration. A more effective and 
uniform regulation of automobiles, 
and especially of reckless chauffeurs, 
is desirable. Even-handed justice also 
demands that those who make a ra- 
tional use of a modern vehicle should 
not be made subject to petty perse-| 
cution. As the State highways are in 
a large measure a gift from the Com-! 
monwealth to the town or city, and 
as automobiles are particularly de- 
structive of the surface, I would sug- 
gest, for this reason, if for no other, | 
that all fines for overspeeding should 
be paid to the Commonwealth, and ap- 
plied to the repairs of highways.

Telegraph and Telephone 
tions. 

All public-service corporations oper- 
ating in Massachusetts are under the 
supervision of the Commonwealth, 
with the exception of telegraph and 
telephone companies. There does not 
appear to be any good reason why 
such corporations should not be un- 
der a supervision similar to that now 
exercised over other public-service 
corporations. I recommend to your 
consideration whether this supervi- 
sion might not be confided to the State 
Highway Commission, and whether, 
through reasonable fees charged upon 
the companies for inspection, it might 
not be self-supporting.

The Police System of Boston. 

Some twenty ago the con- 
trol of the police of Boston was trans- 
ferred from the city to the Common- 
wealth, not at the instigation of any

now in my possession, furnished by 
the New England Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice, that under local con 
trol the police of the metropolis at 
that time were drifting into a condi- 
tion not dissimilar from that recently 
exposed in certain other great cities. 
The transfer has been amply justi 
fied. Though criticism, sometimes 
just, has been made of a metropolitan 
as opposed to a purely local control 
of police, it cannot be denied that, 
whatever the politics of the Gover- 
nor who has been in office, the Boston 
police has at lease been free, since | 
the Commonwealth assumed control | 
from the graver scandals proved 
against the police elsewhere. 

No man to-day impugns the persec 1- 
al -integrity of the present commis-| 
sioners, or charges them with the use 
of their great power for graft or gain. | 

In suggesting a radical change in 
the organization of that body, there-| 
fore, there can be no question of per-| 
sonality. I must ask you to believe 
that in urging such a change I aim act-! 
ing on convictions formed when this 
Board was originally appointed,—con- 
victions never changed, and strength- 
ened by travel and my own experi- 
ence in maintaining order in military 
camps at home and abroad in time of 
war.

MRS ROBINSON DEAD 


Murderess Spent Eighteen Yeare 
In Solitary Confinement 
Boston, Jan. 5.—Mrs. Sarah J. Rob- 
inson, one of the most noted female 
convicts In the country, died in the 
Middlesex county jail in Cambridge 


last night from heart failure. She was 
6S years old and had been in solitary 
confinement for 18 years. 

The arrest and conviction of Mrs. 
Robinson, following an investigation 
bu the authorities into the mysterious 
deaths of five persons in Somerville, 
where she lived, were the most sensa- 
tional developments in many years in 
connection with crime in this state. 

She was convicted in 1887 of the mur- 
der of Prince A. Freeman, her brother- 
in-law, but it was established at the 
trial that she had also murdered her 
son, William, 23 years of age; her 
daughter, Elizabeth, 22 years of age; 
her husband, and her nephew, Thomas 
A. Freeman. The victims were all 
killed by poison. It was disclosed that 
the object of the murder was the pos- 
session of money on insurance policies 
on their lives. 

Mrs. Robinson was sentenced to be 
hanged, but recognizing the wide- 
spread clamor against the execution of 
& woman, Governor Rebinson com- 
muted the sentence to life imprisonment 

Mrs. Robinson was allowed to walk 
in the prison yards occasionally for ex- 
ercise after the other prisoners had re- 
tired. She was well educated and spent 
maga- 
zines and books.

earrency reform, a panic, beside which 
former panics will seem as mere child's 
play, was predicted by Jacob H. Schiff, 


head of the banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb | 


& Co., in a speech before the New York 
Chamber of Commerce. He said he 
did not regard such a panic as imminent 
now, but believed it will come un- 
less something is done to remedy the 
lack of elasticity of the present cur- 
reney system. 

Mr. Schiff declared that he did not 
favor the plans proposed by Secretary 
of the Treasury Shaw for the relief of 
the situation, it being Lis opinion that 
the secretary's plan would aid specula- 
tion rather than legitimate business. 
Schiff favored a currency based on 
commercial paper as more helpful to 
the general business interests of the 
country. 

The speech created a sensation in 
financial circles and caused a sharp 
break in prices on the stock exchange 
The meeting of the chamber was at- 
tended by a large number of business 
men and financiers and the address 
was generally endorsed by those pres 
ent.

Exorbitant Charges. 

Several complaints have come to State 
Superintendent Kirkland concerning 
persons who have made _ exorbitant 
charges for destroying brown-tail moth 
nests on private estates, and more par- 
ticularly concerning those individuals 
who have done poor work against the 
moths on such estates. Numerous cases 
have been reported to the State officer 
where contractors who cleared trees of 
brown-tail moths neglected to destroy 
the gypsy moths; in otber cases brown- 
tail moth webs have been left in large 
numbers on the ground without burn- 
ing them. To prevent such impositions 
on the public, Superintendent Kirkland 
in cases of doubtas to 
the cost or quality of work done, it will 
be well to withhold payment until the 
work bas been examined by a State in- 
spector, or preferably by the local su- 
perintendent in charge of the town 
work, There are numerous reputable 
contractors doing work against the 
moths and a list of the same may be ob- 
tained by applying to the office of the 
State Superintendent at 6 Beacon street, 
Boston, Mass. Any payment of money 
obtained under false pretences in con- 
nection with moth work should be 
promptly reported to the State Superin- 
tendent, who will assist in prosecuting 
the case where sufficient evidence can 
be obtdined.

Cleaning and Renewing. 

Apropos of cleaning and renewing a 
letter from a correspondent says: “An 
excellent way to avoid the ring left 
by benzine is the following French 
process: As soon as the spot is cleaned 
and while it is still entirely wet cover 
it with fuller’s earth. Do not rub it 
on, simply cover entirely the spot, let- 
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ting it dry this way. When dry shake 
off the fulier’s earth and brush lightly 
the cloth 
bo ring Sometimes fuller’s 
earth used alone is quite sufficient to 
remove the spot.” ; 
The correspondent adds: “A handsome 
gray dress skirt belonging to the writ 
er had on it a smear of black railroad 
grease which did not yield at all to 
ordinary cleaning.

A SUBURBAN HOME. 


Has All Modern Improvements at a 
Moderate Cost, $3,000.

The modern house shown here was 
designed to cost $3,000. It has all the 
conveniences known to the builder, in- 
eluding electric bells and wiring for 
electric lights. 

There is a cellar under the entire 
house, with cemented floor, coal bins, 
cold storeroom and a hot air furnace. 
The cellar walls are of stone. 

The frame is of spruce and hemlock, 
and the walls are sheathed, papered

and sided. The main roof is shingled. 


The exterior ornamental work is of 
composition. The windows, except 
those of the cellar, are fitted wi.: 


outside blinds and patent .blind hinges 
and openers. The exterior is covered 
with two coats of white lead and lin- 
seed oil paint, pea green body, ivory 
white trimming, terra cotta blinds and 
bronze green sashes. 

The floors are laid with comb grained 
North Carolina pine, tongued andi 
grooved. The interior walls are cov-

ered with two coats of hard patent 
plaster, sand finished. The trim is of 
kiln dried cypress in the first story and 
of whitewood on the second floor, fin- 
ished in the natural wood, with wood 
fillers properly rubbed and three coats 
of flat varnish rubbed and sandpaper- 
ed clean and smooth between coats. 
The stairs are of oak, except the attic 
stairs, which are boxed and built of 
yellow pine. The mantels are of oak, 
with bevel plated mirrors, solid facings 
and bronze summer pieces. 

The hardware is of plain dark bronze, 
with oak knobs, roses and escutcheons.

The kitchen and pantry closets contain 
shelves to suit, with closets, drawers, 
| etc. 

The dining room is fitted with hand- 
some china closets. The bathroom and 

| kitchen have modern open sanitary 
| plumbing and fixtures. The grills are 
of quartered oak. 

This makes a cozy little house for 
one with moderate means and should 
not exceed the estimated price, $3,000, 
where prices of material and labor are 
normal. 


Yellow Pine For Interior Trim. 
Yellow pine has recently been in- 
creasing in favor as a wood which can 
be successfully used for the highest 
class of interior finish. It has always 
been one of the most popular of Amer- 
ican hard woods for flooring and other 
purposes, but it has been shown in a 
number of different instances that it 
can be stained so that it puts up an 
appearance very similar to that of 

‘Flemish oak.—Architectural Record.

Edwards Met Death by Use of 
Pistol and Poison 


HILLER JS GIVEN FREEDOM 


Inquest Evidence Said to Have 
Been Startling--Mystery Re- 
mains In Absence of Detailed 
Report of the Coroner 


New Haven, Jan. 9.—Suicide by 
means of both bullet and poison is the 
explanation given by Coroner Mix of 
the mysterious death of Charles A. Ed- 
wards of New York at the Abigail Hil- 
ler homestead in this city a week ago. 
This finding is contained in a pre- 
liminary report to State Attorney Wiil- 
jams and is based In part upon the dis- 
covery of morphine in the body of Ed- 
wards by Medical Examiner Bartlett 
and the surgeons who performed the 
autopsy. The finding is supported by 
some portions of the evidence taken at 
the inquest. which extended through 
five days and which is not yet com- 
pleted. 

The preliminary report is made at 
this time to relieve public suspense, 
and Mix adds that Edwards’ death prob- 
ably was oue of the most remarkable 
on record. The theory of suicide, 
however, appears not to have been held 
by the coroner until two detectives un- 
earthed in the shrubbery in the rear of 
the Hiller house an old-fashioned 22- 
calibre revolver and a hailf-pint bottle 
containing a quantity of laudanum. 
Until that time the weight of evidence 
taken by Mix from long and exhaus- 
tive examination of witnesses was that 
Edwards had been murdered. 


The first action taken by Mix after 
reaching a conclusion in the case was 
to order the release from surveillance 
of A. Maxcy Hiller, brother-in-law of 
Edwards, who on Thursday evening 
last was placed in charge of a police 
officer, under a recently enacted law, 
which gives the corover the right to 
bold an important witness in a case if 
he sees fit. 

The coroner's brief report does not 
dispel the mystery in the death of Ed- 
wards, and until the complete finding is 
ready probably no public solution can 
be found as to why Edwards at 2 
o'clock on Wednesday morning last, 
clad in his underclothes, left his cham- 
ber and descended to the basement, 
lighted the gas, unbolted and opened 
the rear door, then twice discharged a 
revolver at himself, one bullet going 
into the ear; then, failing to kill him- 
self, threw the weapon away, drank 
laudanum and tossed the bottle after 
the pistol, and with blood flowing from 
a wound in the ear and head dragged 
himself back to his chamber, got into 
bed, drew the bedclothes over his 
shoulders, and after placing a hand- 
kerchief under his head to staunch the 
flow of blood, lapsed into unconscious- 
ness, death coming six hours later. 
Coroner Mix so describes the actions of 
Edwards on the night in question. 


The coroner's finding came after he 
had had conferences with State At- 
torney Williams, Medical Examiner 
Bartlett and Charles Hiller, brother of 
A. Maxcy Hiller. It was expected that 
the finding would be that murder had 
been committed by a person or persons 
unknown. 

The finding of the coroner has aroused 
even greater interest in the reports of 
the autopsy and inquest, neither of 
which, however, may be made public in 
detail. Some of the Inquest evidence 
is understood to be startling almost 
beyond belief, the coroner himself ad- 
mitting this. 

In discussing some of the facts 
obtained on which the sulcide theory 
was confirmed, Coroner Mix says that 
one bullet went wild, being imbedded 
in the door, while the other made the 
wound. In an ordinary man this bullet 
would have brought on unconscious- 
ness, but probably with Edwards it 
simply had a deadening effect. 

The hand rail on the stairs and the 
wall show bloody handmarks, as if 
Kdwards had first put his hand to the 
wound, smearing it with blood before 
Starting upstairs). That Edwards had 
partially disrobed before going down- 
stairs is shown by the care taken in 
folding up and laying aside his outer 
garments. Besides, according to 
Charies Hiller, he retired about mid- 
night. 

The time of the shooting is fixed by a 
maid servant next door and by the 
watchman at the Graduates’ club in the 
rear, both of whom heard two pistol 
shots about 2 o'clock. Charles Hiller 
slept through this noise. The yard fo 
which the pistol and bottle were found 
Was apparently thoroughly searched 
by officers on Wednesday and Thura- 
day, assisted by a score of newspaper 
wen. 


The Edwards case has been of absorb- 
ing interest in this city because of the 
elose family relations of the Hiller and 
Edwards families with many socially 
prominent Connecticut families. The 
Geath of Edwards startled and shocked 
the community in which he was a popu- 
lar Yale graduate, financier and society 
man, who was well known in Wall 
street. He married the only sister of 
A. M. and C. A. Hiller. A. M. Hiller 
is a member of the bar and bas served 
as an alderman. In temperament he 
was peculiar, and it was shown by 
abundance of evidence at the inquest 
he had had bitter quarrels with his 
brother and sister over the settlement 
of the Hiller estate.

THE CARE OF LACES. 
How These Fabrics Should Be 
Washed, Starched and ironed. 
Laces should be cleaned according to 
the material of the lace Silk lace 
should be stretched evenly over small, 
clean, thin wooden boards and laid 
overnight in warm milk. This should 
be rinsed out in warm water, and it 
should be soaked as many hours more 
in a strong solution of soap. At the 
last it should be rinsed thoroughly 

without rubbing. 

Linen lace should be wrapped on a 
bottle which fas first been covered 
with muslin or flannel. After the lace 
is stretched on, a piece of coarse, open 
crinoline should be stretched over it 
and sewed lightly. Soak the bottle in 
lukewarm water and rub the outside 
wrapping with soap and a piece of 
flannel. Afterward steep the bottle for 
some hours in soft, clean water. It 
may then be dipped in a thin starch 
water and rolled between dry towels. 
After it is taken off the bottle press it 
between a napk*a. 

To starch nice laces first squeeze 
them through soap suds and rinse. Add 
bluing to the starch if you wish them 
white or a few teaspoonfuls of clear 
coffee if you wish them yellow. 
Squeeze out of the starch and roll up 
in towels. Pull gently into shape every 
little while with the fingers and pin on 
the ironing table. Press between tissue 
paper with a hot iron after it is dry, 
punch the openings with a stiletto and 
pick out the edge loops with a pin, 
when it can be made to look like new 
lace. This plan will succeed with ap- 
plique or any af the nonsilk laces 
which do not take to washing readily. 


THE HOSTESS.

Still Refuses to Answer Attor-

All the important questfons which 
Rogers has declined to answer by ad- 
voce of counsel ip the last three days 
of the hearing iu this city were pre- 
sented to the supreme court by counsel 
acting in behalf of Hadley, and the 
court was asked to order Rogers to 
show cause why he should not answer 
them. The court issued the order and 
it was served on W. V. Rowe, counsel 
for Rogers, while the hearing was still 
in progress late yesterday. 

The questions are in a diversity of 
form, but in substance they all are: 
“Does the Standard Oll company of 
New Jersey, either through itself or 
any other person or corporation, own, 
hold or control a majority of the stock 
of the Waters-Pierce Oil company of 
Missouri, the Standard Oil company of 
Indiana and the Republic Oil company 
of New York?” 

No matter in what form the 
tion has been put, Rogers bas declined 
to answer it. The commissioner be 
fore whom the evidence is taken is 
without power to compel an answer, 
but the supreme court possesses the 
authority to order Rogers to be pun 
ished for contempt of court if he de- 
clines to answer after being ordered to 
do so by that court. 

Mr. Hadley wants this information 
to show that the three alleged sub- 
sidiary or confederated companies are 
monopolizing the oll trade in Missouri 
in combination and to induce the Mis 
souri courts to order them ousted from 
that state. 

Mr. Rogers again declined on the 
stand yesterday to disclose the stock 
ownership of the three companies and 
was severely admonished ‘by Hadley 
to treat the hearing seriously and not 
as “funny.” 

The subpoena server who has been 
trying for several days to summon H. 
C. Pierce to testify before the commis- 
siouer in this case notified Hadley last 
night that he has been unable to get 
Pierce, who, he said, has sailed away 
on a steam yacht. Pierce is chairman 
of the board of directors of the Waters 
Pierce Oil company of Missouri and 
father of the president of that com- 
pany. The subpoena server said that 
he had pursued Pierce and his valet 
through a suite of rooms in the hotel 
occupied by Pierce, but that the oil 
man had locked himself in his cham- 
ber. The server then desisted 

John D. Archbold, vice president and 
director of the Standard Oil company, 
and W. G. Rockefeller, nephew of John 
D. Rockefeller, were present at the 
hearing. They have been subpoenaed 
as witnesses. 

An interesting feature of the hear- 
Ing was an invitation sent by Hadley 
to Thomas W. Lawson of Boston, re- 
questing him to come to New York and 
testify if he can give any information 
as to the three companies Hadley is 
trying to drive out of Missouri. 


LAWSON TO HADLEY 


Testimony of “Band of Conspir- 
ators” Should Be Enough 

Boston, Jan. 10.—In reply toa re 
quest from Attorney General Hadley 
of Missouri, asking him to give any 
information in his possession regard- 
ing the relations between the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana and other oil- 
producing corporations, Thomas Ww. 
Lawson last night sent a lengthy tele 
gram to Hadley. Lawson informed 
Hadley that personally he knew noth 
ing of the relations between the Stand 
ard Oj] company of Indiana, the Re- 
public Oil company and the Waters- 
Pierce company and that, while he was 
aware of certain acts of the Standard 
Oil “monopoly,” he could not “fairly 
come within the wise restrictions” of 
Hadiey's telegram. 

“While I have no personal knowledge 
of the three things of which your tele 
gram treats,” continued Lawson, “I 
have sufficient general knowledge of 
the subject matter of your investiga- 
tion to make it appear farcical to me 
that you, with the power of the great 
state of Missouri at your back, should 
want the testimony of any one other 
than the band of conspirators at 26 
Broadway and their hirelings to prove 
any case in which the name ‘Standard 
Oil’ appears.” 

In conclusion, Lawson tenders much 
advice to the attorney general of Mis- 
souri. “If you, in whose honesty and 
courage the American people have con- 
fidence,” he adds, “will say frankly 
and in simple language to the American 
people, ‘My great state has found it im- 
possible, after exhausting all the reme- 
dies of all the laws of the land, to com- 
pel Standard Oil to do those things 
which all other Americans are com- 
pelled to do,’ my word fer it, the Amer- 
jean people will do the rest, and in 
record time.”

NEW FOOTBALL CODE 


Harvard Proposition Which May 
Revolutionize the Game 
Cambridge, Mass. Jan. 10.—Har- 
vard’s special football committee sub- 
mitted a report to J. J. Storrow, presi- 
dent of the athletic committee, recom- 


mending a set of rules which, if adopted, 
would totally revolutionize the game. 

First in importance come a series of 
rules designed to bring about an “open 
game.” These include changing of the 
distance for “three downs” from 6&6 
yards to 10 yards, the lucreasing of the 
distance between the goal posts from 
15 feet to 25 feet to encourage kicking 
goals from the field, the allowing of 
“forward passes” behind the lines ef 
scrimmage, and preventing the mass- 
ing of plays back of the line. 

To prevent brutality very heavy pen- 
alties are imposed, such as playing a 
man short for five minutes when «a 
player is disqualified, and losing the 
ball on violations of the rules.

SUICIDE HELD A SECRET 


Refused to Give Statement of 
Facts When It Became Known 
That {Firm Had Been Using 
Spurious Certificates 


Cleveland, Jan. 12.—The bankers’ 
committee which is investigating the 
affairs of the banking and brokerage 
frm of Denison, Prior & Co., which 
closed its doors following the suicide 
of L. W. Prior on Tuesday, made the 
following authorized statement: 

“The examination of the books of the 
firm has not yet proceeded far enough 
to make any complete statement poss! 
ble. Enough has been learned, how- 
ever, to Warrant the committee In stat- 
ing that it is forced to believe that the 
firm of Denison, Prior & Co. is insolvent, 
but to what extent we cannot as yet 
say. We are also convinced that a 
number of municipal bonds have been 
forged, but to what amount we are un- 
able to determiue.” 

The bankers’ committee gave no in 
timation whatever as to the amount 
or value of the forged municipal bonds, 
or where they were placed, or how used 
It is understood, however, that they 
were largely used in connection with 
extensive deals on the New York 
stock exchange 

The fact that the firm had been using 
spurious securities was made known 
several days betore Prior committed 
suicide. A statement of facts was de- 
manded from Prior, but it was refused 
polnt-blank. Prior refused to give one 
word of information and, without a 
tremor, it told those who en- 
quired that if they persisted he would 
take the no power could 
wrest it from him. The discovery of 
the spurious securities was made by 
Cleveland men last week and was 
promptly put before Vrior Monday, 
when he returned from New York 

Among the former patrons of the 
firm the belief is growing that prac 
tically the entire list of available as 
sets has disappeared and that nothing 
will remain of the flourishing 
business save the large debts due the 
patrons. The equities in the collateral 
loans, the seats owned at the various 
stock exchanges and other things may 
swell the assets somewhat, but the 
traders stand to suffer very serious 
losses, ac cording to the present outlook.

The Providence Journal, reporting a 
lecture given by Mrs. Craigie, other- 
wise knowp as John Oliver Hobbes, io

‘*I’m not going to say what I think,’ 
she began; ‘‘that would be arrogance, 
but Lam going to try to consider life 
from the standpoint of three eminent 
men whose lives and experiences are 
different — St. Ignatius, the 
founder of the Jesuits: John Wesley, 
the founder of Methodism, and Count 
the social reformer of today."

He foretold it all, and he is 
because his countrymen fail to 
read the signs of the times.’ 
=From the lives of all, widely differing 
as they did, was deduced the value 
of contentment and the wrong done 
the young by those who try to suppress 
their imagiuation. ‘‘As well suppress 
sunsets by an act of Parliament as to 
suppress the imagination,’’ was Mrs. 
Craigie’s theory. ‘Do justice to your 
brother and you will come to love him, 
for if you are just to him you will 
understand him.”

Franklin's first service as a repre-| 
sentative of colonies came long be- | 
fore the Revolution, when he went to 
London on behal f of Pennsylvania to 
bring about the taxation of the /’enn 
proprietary estates. These great hold-| 
ings had been exempted, which made | 
the burdens of taxation fall more heav- 
ily on others In this effort he was 
finally successful, He afterward spent 
years in London, representing Penrsyl 
vauia and indirectly the other colonies 
in the growing troubles with the moth-| 
er country. His tactful, able and con- 


vincing testimony before a parliamen-| 


tary committee had much to do with 
the repeal of the obnoxious stamp act. | 
He wrote anonymous pamphlets in be-| 
half of the colonies that were so unique, 
so witty and so full of meat that they} 
had great vogue even in England, 
where public opinion was hostile. Fi- 
nally, when the feeling grew more bit- 
ter, Franklin, because of some letters | 


he had received and would not divulge, 
regarding them as confidential, was 
subjected to an outrageous cross ques- | 
tioning and castigation by Mr. Wedder- 
burn and was deprived of his office of 
deputy postmaster general for the col- 
ouies. To Wedderburn’s accusations 
be answered not a word, but stood se- | 
rene and uumoved to the end, when he 
took his departure. This composure 
gave him the moral victory in the con- | 
test even in the eyes of his foes. i 

It was probably with sincere regret 
that Franklin decided to leave Eng- 


land. He bad been immensely popular 
there, had been made a member of 
nearly all the learned societies, had 


been given degrees from the leading 
universities and had been on terms of 
friendly intimacy with most of the 
celebrities in London. He had also 
striven to prevent a break between the 
colonies and the mother country to 
such an extent that at times he had 
ained the ill will of both. Relations 
ad grown so strained, however, that 
it was useless for him to remain 
longer, so with a sore heart he re- 
turned to Philadelphia on the eve of 
the Revolution. 

Benjamin Franklin's last diplomatic 
mission and most celebrated of all was 
to Paris. Here he went as the repre 
sentative of the united colonies shortly 
after the outbreak of the war for inde- 
His reception was even 
more flattering than it had been in

thor and friend of liberty made him a 
popular idol.

GOOD AFTERNOON. 


The Metropolitan district council bill 
introduced into the Legislature by Re- 
presentative bennett of Boston has con- 
siderable merit.

partments—the water, or sewer or 
park—and which are, by this bill, of- 
ficially designated as the Metropolitan 
district. The standing of each city or 
town toward the state, or the district 
or the other cities or towns within the 
the district, is not to be altered in any 
degree by this measure. Each unit will 
continue to be as at present, an absolute- 
ly independent municipality, conduct- 
ing its own affairs and cooperating 
with its neighboring communities and 
the state, as it now does. 

The exhaustive evidence taken by the 
metropolitan district commission of 

1896 showed that the smaller cities and 
towns that are so closely allied to Bos- 
ton by geographical, business and social 
ties, but are self-governed, were over- 
whelmingly opposed to annexation, and 
there is no reason to suppose that this 
sentiment is less strong now than it was 
10 years ago. But it was very clear 
then, and is much clearer now, that 
some means of bringing these various 
communities into closer official relations 
was very desirable, and that great good 
would result from so doing. 

The Bennett bill provides that the 
metropolitan district council sball con- 
sist of the mayors and chairman of the 
selectmen of the cities and towns within 
the district, and that each shall have 
one vote for each 100,000 inhabitants or 
major factics therouf, in his manicinal- 
ity, but that each shall Lave at least one 
vote. This gives Boston six votes and 
each other place one vote, as the popp- 
lation at present stands. This ratio has 
been adopted because it is necessary to 
keep the vote small, and to prevent the 
possibility of a few of the larger cities’ 
combining and perhaps shatting out the 
smaller places. 

Asthe function of the council is 
merely to approve or disapprove of 
legislation already enacted, and uot to 
make new legislation, the ratio adopted 
endangers no community’s welfare, but 
enables these executive officers in whose 
care the finances of their towns are 
placed to survey pew projects, for 
which the district will have to pay, 
and decide whether it is, wise or ex- 
pedient to adopt them. At present 
they have no voice in the matter, al- 
though they have to provide the means 
to pay. 

The bill provides further that every 
act which involves new expenses for the 
district to meet shall be referred to the 
council after being enacted, and shall 
not become operative unless accepted by 
a two-thirds vote. This in line with 
the practice which has prevailed in re- 
cent years cf making all state legisla- 
tion respecting new works in cities only 
effective after acceptance by a two- 
thirds vote of the city council. The 
council is to meet in Boston city hall, 
and is to elect its own officers and 
adopt its own rules. 

In addition to the great advantage of 
enabling the executives to protect their 
communities against legislation upon 
which they may differ with tbe legis- 
lature, a still greater benefit will, it is 
claimed, undoubtedly arise from the in- 
tercvurse between these officials and 
the improved methods which will cer- 
tainly be developed by the discussions 
of handling the problems of the great 
community which is really all Boston, 
though politically separated into about 
40 individual units. In other words, 
the metropolitan district council is in- 
tended to provide the benefits of con- 
solidation, and at the same time not 
encroach one inch upon the jealousy 
guarded independence of any of the 
commupities.

Misconstructed Law 


TWO HAVE RESIGNED 


Sequel to Agitation Brought 
About by Failure of Provident 
Securities and Banking Com- 
pany at Boston 


Boston, Jan. 15.—After a conference 
with Governor Guild, called by the 
governor, Warren E. Locke and James 
QO. Otis, two of the three savings bank 
commissioners of this state, sent their 


resignations to the governor and the 


governor accepted them in a letter in 
which he said that the commissioners 
had frankly admitted that, until last 
September, they had neglected to in- 
spect such corporations, through their 
misconstruction of the law, as the 
Provident Securities and Banking 
company. 

This company had been brought be- 
fore the courts by the commissioners 
and a temporary injunction obtained. 
A statement showed that that bank 
owed the depositors $182,000 and that 
its assets were mainly in a western iIr- 
rigation company. 

In their letter of resignation the two 
commissioners state that their asso- 
ciate, Andrew M. Dorr, who was but 
recently appointed, was, in their be- 
lief, in no way responsible for the pres- 
ent condition of affairs, and the gov- 
ernor states in his letter of reply that 
the plea for his retention will be taken 
under careful advisement. 

The resignation of the commission- 
ers was the outcome of the governor's 


investigations into the closing of the 
Provident Securities and Banking 


company on Jan. 4, the day of the gov- 
ernor’s inauguration. The court pro- 
ceedings on that day which resulted in 
the granting of a temporary injunction 
was taken by the attorney general at 
the instigation of the commissioners 
after the bank officers had admitted 
that they had only a few thousand dol- 
lars on hand to meet claims. 

The bank, which was a South Dakota 
corporation, was started in 1902, with 
prominent Massachusetts men, such as 
Adjutant General Dalton, Inspector 
General Brigham and Colonel Hedges 
as officers and directors. After run- 
ning a year a savings department was 
instituted and a large number of small 
metal banks were sold to depositors. 
Nearly 10,000 of these banks had been 
sold when the bank was closed, and a 
meeting of many of the depositors 
showed that they were people of com- 
paratively little means. 

Nearly a hundred of them, after 
finding that the bank was closed on the 
Sth, attended the court proceedings last 
Monday when the question of appoint- 
ing a receiver was argued, and then, 
finding that there was little hope of ob 
taining their savings, at least for some 
time to come, they began to look for 
more stringent remedies. 

In the meantime their cause had 
been taken up by District Attorney Mo 
ran, who had a brief conference last 
Thursday with Colonel Hedges and 
Chairman Locke of the savings bank 
commissioners. As the result of this 
conference, which was cut short in the 
case of Hedges by his retirement from 
the district attorney's office, Moran 
sent a letter to the governor in which 
be called for the immediate removal of 
the savings bank commissioners. 

The governor replied Friday in a 
somewhat caustic communication, in 
which he informed Moran that he had 
already taken action in the matter of 
the closing of the bank by asking an 
opinion of the attorney general. A 
delegation of the depositors also called 
upon the governor and asked him to 
take some action in the matter of re 
covering their savings, which he prom- 
ised to do. Another episode in connec- 
tion with the matter was the resigna 
tion of Inspector General Brigham of 
the governor's staff and a former direc 
tor of the company, which was not ac- 
cepted by the governor. 

Matters, as far as the savings bank 
commissioners were concerned, came 
to a head when the governor received 
au opinion from the attorney general 
in which the latter stated that the acts 
of 1902 clearly gave the board of com- 
missioners of savings banks the power 
to examine and make disclosures of 
the condition of all such corporations 
as the Provident Securities and Bank- 
ing company. The governor then sent 
for the three members of the board. 
After a conference they retired and 
within a short time the governor re- 
ceived and accepted their resignations

When the Moran attempted 
to pass a line to the other scow, a heavy 
sea swept a man from the deck of the 
craft. He, also, was drowned. The 
scows drifted down the coast and were 
lost. 


BANKER ARRESTED 


Held In Conneciion With Clos- 
ing of Boston Place 
Boston, Jan. 15.—Antonio Crisaffulll, 
senior member of the firm of Crisaffulli 
& Sciacca, which conducted the Bank of 
Sicily, at 221 North street, was ar- 
rested yesterday in New York at the in- 
stigation of the Boston police, charged 
with grand larceny. It is alleged that 
the arrested man, who is an importer 
in New York, was implicated in the dis- 
appearance of about $7000 in deposits. 
The defunct bank went out of ex- 
istence last Monday and, coincident 
with the closing of the bank, the junior 
partner, Sciacca, took his departure. 
The bank was an adjunct to a grocery 
store which Sciacca opened six months 


ago, and, contrary to the law passed 
last year compelling a house setting 


up in banking to give bonds for $15,- 
000, Sciacca began to take the hard 
earned money of some of the Italians 
in the district. 

In about six months he did a land 
office business, and he also sold bonds 
and drafts for the purpose of being sent 


to Italy. This system of drafts was re- 
sponsible for the discontinuance of the 
bank. 


Beloved Educator Laid Away 
Chicago, Jan. 15.—The body of Wil- 
liam R. Harper, late president of the 
University of Chicago, was laid to rest 
Sunday in a vault in Oakwoods ceme- 
tery. The final resting place of the 
body of the educator will, however, be 
on the university campus. The body 
lay in state for four hours, after which 
funeral services were held. The floral 
tributes were numerous and included 
wreaths from [President Roosevelt, 
Emperor William of Germany and 

many other distinguished persons. 


Moth ‘Extermination 

Boston, Jan. 15.—Dr O. Howard, 
director of the national bureau of 
entmology, announced during a lecture 
lLere, with some qualifications, an early 
prospect for the extermination of the 
gypsy and brown-tail moths in Massa- 
chusetts. His hopes are based on the 
importation of 50,000 insect parasites 
already, and the coming of 3000 more. 
All of these insects are expected to 
hatch some time this coming spring 
and enter upon a career of destruction 
of the moth pests 


Two ogteg Electrocutions 
New York, Jan. 15.—Two men met 
death in the storm which swept over 
New York and veighboring cities, both 
by electrocution from contact with 
fallen electric light wires.

Picked Men rut Out In Sloop 
Yacht and Acecmplished Their

Atlantic City, N. J., Jan. 15.—After 
24 hours of terrible anxiety, the 
sengers and crew, 60 in all, of steamer 
Cherokee, from San Domingo for New 
York, which went the 
Brigantine shoals Friday, were rescued

Captain Archibald, 
two mates and the ship's carpenter de 
cided to remain aboard the stranded 
steamer. 

The rescue was accomplished” by 
Captain Gaste and a picked crew in the 
sloop yacht Alberta, and their expe 
rience was almost as thrilling as that 
of the stranded More 
than 1000 persons greeted the storm 
tossed party as the sloop sailed into the 
inlet with the report that all hands 
were safe. Not in yenrs have the in 
habitants of Brigantine and Assecom 
beaches been so wrought up for the 
anfety of a stranded ship's company, 
and never were so many attempts made 
nor perilous chances taken to reach a 
ship in the face of a fierce northeast 
storm as were ventured in the rescue 
of the Cherokee’s party

When the Cherokee ran into the 
treacherous Brigantine shoals there 
was no fear for the safety of the ves 
sel or those on board. The sea was 
comparatively smooth and it was ex 


pected that she would be floated at the 
next high tide.

Nothing was heard from the passen 
gers after the fog settled until dawn

All during the night the life guards of 
three stations watched for a_ slight 


moderation of the storm, but it did not 
come until noon, when there was a per- 
ceptable fall in the wind. The life 

savers deemed it folly to attempt to go 
to the steamer in the sea that was run 
ning, but it was decided to send two 
men in a launch. This was done, but 
the launch’s machinery became disar- 
ranged and it drifted about helplessly. 
Another launch was sent out and 
brought back the two men and the dis- 
abled launch.

Most of them were in an ex 
hausted condition, not having slept for 
48 hours. Agents of the company took 
charge of the party, sending all the pas 
Sengers and crew to hotels, where 
physicians prescribed for those w ho 
suffered worst from the terrible e xpe- 
rience. 

Among those landed was Lieute nant 
Walker, formerly of the United St: ites 
cruiser Yankee, who was returning to 
Washington from Puerto Plata. He 
said the scenes aboard the steamer 
were heartrending. The women prayed 
and men paced to and fro, believing 
that the great waves that were washing 
over the helpless vessel would tear her 
to pieces. All of Saturday night and 
Sunday morning the passengers and 
crew huddled about a fire in the galley. 
The terrific pounding caused the vessel 
to strain and leak badly. Early Satur- 
day night there was 10 feet of water in 
the hold and all fires went out. with 
the exception of the one in the galley. 
Many gave up hope and awaited the 
worst.

' however, an undercurrent of sentiment 
that a supreme diplomatic struggle is 
imminent, with France and Germany 
occupying the center and the other 
powers ranged in varying degrees 
around them 

The French count upon Great Britain 
Spain, Italy and Russia as sure, and 
consider that the ties between the 
United States and France and Great 
| Britain warrant them in expecting the 
support of the American delegation 
On the other hand, the prevailing senti 
ment is that Germany can count on 
Austria, Holland and Sweden and per- 
hapa on Denmark, with Germany also 
expecting that the United States will 
support sowe of her contentions. 

The Germany envoys will enter the 
conference with instructions to take up 
a modest attitude, insisting upon noth- 
ing, even proposing nothing, unless it 
shall be the wish of the other members 
of the conference. In the latter event 
Germany will put forward a plan of 
collective action toward Morocco, 
worked out under the principles agreed 
on in Sqptember with France—that is, 
for a permanent open door, including 
equal industrial and financial privi- 
leges for all countries, the territorial 
integrity of Morocco and the _ inde- 
pendence of the sultan, with adminis 
trative reforms, for which all the pow- 
ers participating shall have identical 
responsibility. 

The German plenipotentiaries will 
be strenuous upon nothing except that 
no one power shall obtain an interna- 
tional guarantee for predominance in 
Morocco, and as France is understood 
to be approaching the conference in the 
same spirit, an adjustment of the dif- 
fering views is considered highly prob- 
able. 

The principal cause of delay is likely 


to be with the sultan, to whom reports 
of each session must go. As the sultan 
does not use telegraph ciphers, the re- 
| ports must go by courier to ‘Tangier, 
land thence overland to Fez. This is

RADICAL REFORMS 


Otherwise There Will Be No 
More Football at Harvard 


Boston, Jan. 16.—Football has been 


abolished at Harvard, pending a_ re- 
form in the game that will be accept- 
able to the board of overseers, accord- 
ing to an official announcement from 
the university. The discontinuance of 
the game is a result of a vote taken ata 
secret meeting of the board of over- 
seers, when it was decided that inter- 
collegiate football at Harvard would 
not be permitted until the rules and 
regulations had been so changed and 
amended as to remove what the ovyer- 
seers regard as the evils of the pres- 
ent game. 

The overseers accepted unanimously 
the opinions of a special comanittee that 
the game as at present played Is essen- 
tially bad in every respect; that the 
method of formation absolutely en- 
courages trickery and foul play, and 
that the result is bad for the morals of 
the players as well as for the body. The 
committee declared that if changes 
were to be made ho man now a member 
of the so-called intercollegiate rules 
committee should have a hand in it, the 
committee believing that these persons 
are so far committed to the present sys- 
tem that they could not agree to such 
changes as are absolutely necessary to 
produce a decent, clean, pleasurable 
contest, “instead of the present apology 
for a rough and tumble fight.” 


In Congress 

Washington, Jan. 16.—Mr. Bacon 
succeeded in securing an open door 
discussion gf the Moroccan question in 
the senate by the Introduction of a reso- 
lution making a general declaration 
against interference on the part of the 
government of the United States in auy 
controversy among European nations 
concerning their international affairs.

Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 16.—Ad- 
vices received at Fort Leavenworth 
state that President Roosevelt has de- 
clined to interfere with the findings of 
the court martial In the case of Lieu 
tenant Burbank, Sixth infantry, re 
cently sentenced in the Philippines to 
15 months’ imprisonment and dismissal 
from the army for deserting his Fill- 
pino wife, who was granted a divorce 
and alimony. 


Mililon In Forged Securities 
Cleveland, Jan. 16.—According toa 
statement made by H. R. Newcomb of 
the bankers’ committee investigating 
the affairs of Denison, Prior & Co., 
which ts in the hands of a receiver, the 
developments show that the gross lia- 
bilities of the firm will be $900,000, not 
including the $1,000,000 in supposedly 
forged securities. The assets of the 
firm, Newcomb believes, will be about 
$500,000.

Chicago, Jan 16.—A seven-story 
warehouse in course of construction by 
the Harder Furniture and Van com- 
pany partially collapsed, injuring 
three workmen, one of them seriously.

This reprieve is granted for the pur 
pose of giving Patrick's counsel tim 
to bring before a trial court alleged 
newly discovered evidence. Its graut 
ing followed a hearing before the gov 
ernor and was in accordance with the 


request of former Senator Hill and 
Judge Olcott, of counsel for Patrick, 
and with the full consent of District 


Attorney Jerome of New York county, 
who was present in person. Hill came 
forth for the first time from his sick 
room after an Ulness of more than two 
mouths in order to attend the hearing 
and addressed the governor at consider 
able length 

In announcing the reprieve of Patrick 
Governor Higgins gave out the follow 
ing memorandum: 

“It appears that Patrick is not at this 
time an applicant execu clem 
but that to nt 
hewly discovered evidence, bearing up- 


tor 
ency, he desires prese 
on the question of his guilt or innocence, 
which hot presented to the 
court. A motion for a new trial on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence 
may be made at any time before execu 
and 
Patrick's counsel state that it is their 
intention to make such a motion in his 
case if time is given them. 

“Patrick should exhaust his legal 
remedies before asking the governor to 
intervene. New ly discovered evidence 
should, in the first instance, whenever 
it is practicable, be presented to the 
court. The governor should not ex 
ercise Judicial functions by a general 
retrial of the Pardon tech 
nically an act of forgiveness which im 
plies guilt, although pardons and com 
mutations may be granted in the dis 
cretion of the governor as guided by 
his own conscience. 

“The importance and notoriety of 
this case should not lead the governor to 
establish a precedent for setting up an 
extra constitutional court of last resort

Mr. Lord was not the lowest bidder, 
but all things considered, it was deemed 
best to award him the contract. 

The original_appropriatiea- for the 
work was $113,000, but an additional 
appropriation of $6,500 bas since been 
made, so that the total amount available 
for the work is $119,500. 

By the terms of the contract the 
building must be completed by Septem- 
ber of the present year. 


~~ CUT GLASS. 


The Way to Make It Show to the Beat 
Advantage. 

Cut glass should never be placed 
among light colored surroundings, par- 
ticularly cream or yellow. The crystal 
gathers all yellow light to itself, so that 
the effect is lacking in the sparkle and 
brilliancy that should be the principal 
charm of cut glass. ‘There is also a 
noticeable lack of iridescence. One 
often sees a whole cabinet, probably 
light oak, full of a small fortune in 
glass, backed by a mirror. The result 
is & mere jumble of crystal with no 
meaning whatever, except perhaps to 
thrust at the observer an immense 
money value. The truly artistic eye 
is not impressed at all. 

The ideal setting for cut glass is plain 
mahogany. It has a richness of color 
and a duliness of tone that are admira- 
bly suited to bring out all the best in 
the glass. Moreover, there should be 
no mirrors, for that only adds con- 
fusion. Then pieces should have plenty 
of room. No handsomer effect could be 
obtained than a bow! or dish standing 
on a mahogany shelf or cabinet with 
no other piece within at least twelve 
inches of it. If the housewife hasn't 
enough room for all this or has too 
many pieces to be extravagant with 
space let her put some away and 
change from time to time. It is better 
than having a congested mass where 
each piece robs the other of its fine 


The next best to mahogany is dark 
oak, bog and Flemish, or velvet or 
black or dark green or deep maroon. 
Furthermore, cut glass should be kept 
immaculate. Scrubbings with warm 
water and soap and thorough rinsings 
in cold water should occur very often.

EDITORIAL | 
HIGHWAYMAN

In traveling through the state of 
Kansas in pioneer days on horseback 1 
was held up one afternoon by a man 
with a gun, who not only went through 
me in first class shape, but insisted 
that I follow him into the woods where 
he had his retreat. He seemed of fero- 
cious disposition at first, and I believed 
he intended to murder me, but in a 
little time he thawed out, and I began 
to see that he was not such a bad fel- 
low after all. 

When supper had been prepared and 
disposed of he dug among the leaves 
and brought out an old satchel. The 
contents consisted of a dozen copies of 
the paper which had busted him, a lib- 
eral supply of print paper for writing 
on and half a dozen lead pencils. He 
took some of the blank paper and a 
pencil and scribbled away for a few 
minutes and then sald:

Enlargement 


Mayor Thompson has decided to a- 
ward the contract for building the ad- 
dition to the High school to Rufus E. 
Lord, whose bid was $110,500. In fact 
it may be said that the contract bas al- 
ready been awarded, although it has 
not been signed as yet. 

The delay in signing the contract is 
due to the illness of City Solicitor 
Thomas, whom the Mayor desires 
should look over the papers before they 
are signed. 

The sub-contract for excavating has 
been awarded to John Fallon and Sons, 
who have alrrady commenced wo k. 

The sub-contract for the carpentry 
work will be awarded to George E. 
Thomas of Wollaston. 

Mr. Lord will be remembered as the 
contractor who built the Wollaston fire 
station a few years ago. 

Mr. Lord was not the lowest bidder, 
but all things considered, it was deemed 
best to award him the contract. 

The original appropriatien fer the 
work was $113,000, but an additional 
appropriation of $6,500 has since been 
made, so that the total amount available 
for the work is $119,500. 

By the terms of the contract the 
building must be completed by Septem- 
ber of the present year. 


~ CUT GLASS. — 


The Way to Make It Show to the Beat 
Advantage. 

Cut glass should never be placed 
among light colored surroundings, par- 
ticularly cream or yellow. The crystal 
gathers all yellow light to itself, so that 
the effect is lacking in the sparkle and 
brilliancy that should be the principal 
charm of cut glass. There is also a 
noticeable lack of iridescence. One 
often sees a whole cabinet, probably 
light oak, full of a small fortune in 
glass, backed by a mirror. The result 
is @ mere jumble of crystal with no 
meaning whatever, except perhaps to 
thrust at the observer an immense 
money value. The truly artistic eye 
is not impressed at all. 

The ideal setting for cut glass is plain 
mahogany. It has a richness of color 
and a dullness of tone that are admira- 
bly sulted to bring out all the best In 
the glass. Moreover, there should be 
no mirrors, for that only adds con- 
fusion. Then pieces should have plenty 
of room. No handsomer effect could be 
obtained than a bow! or dish standing 
on a mahogany shelf or cabinet with 
no other piece within at least twelve 
If the housewife hasn't 
enough room for all this or has too 
many pleces to be extravagant with 
space let her put some away and 
change from time to time. It is better 
| than having a congested mass where 


= piece robs the other of its fine 


| effect. 
The next best to mahogany is dark 
oak, bog and Flemish, or velvet or 


| black or dark green or deep maroon. 


Furthermore, cut glass should be kept 
immaculate. Scrubbings with warm 
water and soap and thorough rinsings 
in cold water should occur very often.

Washington, Jan. 18—The recent 
forcible removal from the White House 
of Mrs. Minor Morris was made the 
subject of emphatic denunciation by 
Mr. Tillman in the senate. His re- 
marks called out remonstrances from 
Messrs. Hale, Hopkins aud Daniel, and 
led to the very abrupt closing of the 
doors and the sudden adjournment of 
the senate in the middle of the after- 
Loon. 

The speech abounded in Tillman's 
peculiar expressions and was char 
acterized by many severe and excep- 
tionally personal thrusts at the presi 
dent.

Whether the 
victims were shot or killed by other 
means cannot be told until the med- 
ical referee has made an examination 
of the remains of the victims. Charred 
fragments of but two of the victims 
have been recovered, although persons 
who visited the scene of the fire thought 
that they observed two other trunks in 
the blazing ruins. 
| The victims of the tragedy were 
Charles F. Ayer, aged 43, killed him- 
self by shooting; Mrs. Addie Ayer, his 
wife; Mrs. Isaac Lakeman, Ayer's 
mother-in-law; Flossie Ayer, aged 12; 
| Alfred Ayer, aged 10; Bernice Ayer, 
| aged 6; Andrew Ayer, aged 4, and a 

girl baby, all children of the Ayers. 

The fire occurred about 9 o'clock yes- 
terday forenoon. Before the flames 

were noticed by neighbors Ayer drove 
to the home of his sister, Mrs. George 

Lbailey, who lives in Chichester. Ayer 
‘arrived at his sister's house just after 

10 o'clock and had dinner. He re 

mained at Mrs. Bailey’s place during 

the afternoon. At 4 o'clock William 
| Fowler, one of Ayer’s nearest neigh- 
bors, weut to the Bailey place and in- 
formed Ayer that his buildings had 
been burned. Ayer manifested some 
agitation, but made no statement as to 
what he would do. Instead he drew 
ja revolver and, pointing it at his right 
| temple, fired, and fell unconscious. 

Members of the household sent for a 
| physician, but nothing could be done to 
save the man’s life and he expired last 
bight. 

The selectmen of the town of Pem- 
| broke were notified of the tragic end- 
‘ing and Chairman Jobnson immedi- 
ately communicated with the authori- 
ties at Concord. 

At first there was no suspicion that 
murder had been committed, but when 
news that Ayer had shot himself was 

received county officials hastened to 
the scene. They learned that none of 
| the occupants of the Ayer house, with

THE LIBERAL TIDE 


It Is ProvingjToo Powerful For 
the Unionists 


DOWNFALL OF BALFOUR 


Several Members of His Cabinet 
Among the Defeated--Results 
at Birmingham Due to Cham- 
berlain and Local Influences 


London, Jan. 19.—Taken altogether, 


the election returns are most disastrous 
from the Unionist standpoint. No less 
than six members of the Balfour min- 
namely, M. 


istry have been unseated, 


St. J. Brodrick, secretary of state for 
India; A. B. Law, E. G. Pretyman, sec- 
retary to the admiralty; Lord Stanley, 


postmaster general; A. E. Fellowes, 
president of the board of agriculture, 
and C. 8S. Dickson, solicitor general for 
Scotland. 

Henry Chaplin, who was president of 
the local government board in the Salis- 
bury ministry, is also among the de 
feated, who now include 11 members 
of the late cabinet. The defeat of A. 
Bb. Law will be a serious loss to the 
tariff reformers, as he has been looked 
upon as one of the ablest advocates of 
Chamberlain's policy. 

Since the elections opened the Union- 
ists have only gained three seats, 
while the ministerlalists have gained 
132 seats. The seats up to the present 
are distributed as follows: Liberals, 
202; Unionists, 87; Laborites, 35; Na- 
tionalists, 60. 

The continued Liberal triumphs 
make the results at Birmingham 
sein all the more remarkable and lend 
color to the contention of the Liberals 
that they were due exclusively to the 
force of Chamberlain's personality and 
to local influences, and that they had 
no connection whatever with the fiscal 
problem 

Mr. Chamberlain 
dently undaunted. Speaking at Smith- 
wick last night, he asseverated that 
there had been a fair fight at Birming 
ham on the question of fiscal reform. 
He added that there were two remedies 
for the existing problems—so- 
clalism and tariff reform. For the mo 
ment, he said, the country preferred 
socialism, but when the quack remedies 
of the present government had failed 
there would be opportunity for his 
hobby and “no obstruction could pre- 
vent its taking root.” 

Former Premier Balfour and lre 
mier Bannerman arrived on the same 
train at Iverness, Scotland, to fulfill 
political engagements. The enormous 
crowd gathered on the platform pre- 
vented a meeting between the leaders, 
each of with a 
hurricane of cheers. 

Mr. Balfour, addressing a meeting 
on behalf of Sir Robert Finlay, the 
Unionist candidate for lverness burghs, 
predicted for the new government a 
very unhappy existence of five years. 

Premier Bannerman, speaking at a 
Liberal meeting, characterized Bal- 
four’s statement that there was some 
sort of a compact between the Libera] 
government and John Redmond, the 
Nationalist, as nothing short of scandal 
He said there was no foundation for 
such an allegation, and declared that 
there was no mystery whatever about 
the relations of the Liberals and the 
Nationalists. 


Harmonizing Differences 
Algeciras, Jan. 19.—The delegates te 
the Moroccan conference held a private 
session lasting two hours yesterday af- 
ternoon. The session resulted prac 
tically in an agreement on the maip 
lines of a plan for the repression of con- 
traband entering Morocco. The meet:

Mine Disaster in West Virginia 

Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 19.—Eight 
een men are believed to have been 
killed in a terrific explosion in one of 
the mines of the Detroit and Kanawha 
Coal company, at Detroit, 25 miles 
from here. Even though the men sur- 
vived the explosion, it is almost cer- 
tain that they will fall victims to the 
deadly afterdamp. The cause of the 
explosion is not yet fully determined, 
but it is belleved that a blast ignited 
the dust which accumulated in the mine. 


Biessing Without the Czar 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 19.—Distrustful 
of the spirit of his capital, and perhaps 
remembering the incident of last Janu- 
ary, when one of the saluting guns 
showered grape on the imperial! chapel, 
the czar did not come to St. Petersburg 
for the ceremony of the blessing of the 
waters of the Neva today. For the first 
time since 1782 the great church festi 
val of the Epiphany will pass without 
the presence of the sovereign. 


Stili Stirring Up Strife 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 19.—Undis- 
mayed by the arrests of their succes- 
sive executive committees, a group of 
socialistic workmen yesterday elected 
a new workmen's council, whose presi- 
dent issued an address threatening 
with death all who do not obey the 
commands to abstain from work Jan. 
22, the anniversary of “Red Sunday.”

BREAD AND WATER DIET 


Bigelow jSays He Prefers It to 
a Violation of Confidence 
Washington, Jan. 19.—Poultney 
Bigelow, the magazine writer, whose 
arraigument of the administration and 
management of isthmian cana! affairs 


in an article published in The Inde 
pendent was denounced by Secretary 
of War Taft, proved to be a contu- 
macious witness before the senate 
committee on inter-oceanic canals and 
involved the committee in a contro- 
versy which continued through two ex- 
ecutive sessions and must be consid- 
ered again before action can be taken. 

The recalcitrancy of the witness 
was shown as the result of a statement 
made by him that many eminent engi- 
beers had declined to accept employ- 
ment of the government because of 
physical conditions on the isthmus. 
The committee demanded the names of 
such engineers and Bigelow declined to 
give them, on the ground that to do so 
would be to violate confidence and sub- 
ject these persons to embarrassment 
He intimated that the displeasure of 
the administration would be exhibited 
in such manner that their “reputations 
would be worth nothing after the offi- 
cial replies had been concluded.” 

Upon being instructed to answer, 
Bigelow declared: “The committee 
can put me on bread and water, or 
even condemn me to Colon, but it can 
hot compel me to divulge that which 
was given me in confidence. “ 


Dunne’s Pet Scheme ‘Endorsed 

Chicago, Jan. 10.—Mayor Dunne 
last night found a majority of tlie 
aldermen back of him, and the city 
council did all it could to advance the 
municipal ownership plans. As the 
traction situation now stands, the 
voters of Chicago will have to decide 
next April whether they want to bor- 
row $75,000,000 and go into the street 
railway business. Both of the mayor's 
ordinances were passed by the council. 
One provides for the issuance of $75,- 
000,000 of street railway certificates 
The other authorizes the city to operate 
as well as own street railways. 


Shoe Company's Bac Finances 

St. Louis, Jan. 19.—At a meeting of 
the creditors of the Tennet Shoe com- 
pany the failure of the firm was an- 
nounced Until their resignation a 
short time ago, Jobn H. Tennet was 
president and John H. Tennet, Jr., was 
secretary and manager of the company. 
An examination of the books of the 
concern disclosed a deficit of $220,000. 
Irregularities in the conduct of the 
business was shown by which Tennet, 
Jr., was permitted to draw $15,000 of 
the firm’s money, for which there is 
no accounting except “overdrafts.” 


To Bar Consumptive Pupils 

Chicago, Jan. 19.—The first decisive 
step toward excluding victims of pul- 
monary tuberculosis from the public 
schools was taken by the board of edu- 
cation, When that body instructed all 
principals and teachers to report the 
names of “suspects” to Superintendent 
Cooley. A recommendation calling for 
segregation will be made as soon as the 
data has been collected regarding the 
number afflicted. 


To Become Up-to-Date 

New York, Jan. 10.—American wa- 
ter works systems are to be installed in 
a dozen or more of the cities and towns 
of Cuba. The city of Cardenas, whose 
25,000 inhabitants are sheltered in 
8000 dwellings, with but 1000 faucets 
to supply them, will be the first mu- 
nicipality to be equipped. A company 
has been formed in this city to under- 
take the work 


Seenesten Amount to $1,135,000 

Cleveland, Jan. 19.—The bankers’ 
committee, having in charge the in- 
vestigation into the affairs of the 
failed brokerage firm of Denison, Prior 
& Co., has definitely fixed the amount 
of alleged forged bonds put out by the 
late L. W. Prior at $1,135,000. The 
total liabilities of the firm will not ex- 
ceed $3,000,000 and the assets remain 
at $1,500,000. 


Te School or Siberia 

Odessa, Jan. 19.—The populace is 
terror-stricken by an order issued by 
the governor general that all the pupils 
of the high schools must resume their 
studies Jan. 25 and that the penalty 
for disobedience or incitement toe dis- 
obedience will be exile to Siberia. A 
bomb thrown at a policeman yesterday 
afternoon in a crowded street killed 
five persons. 


Two Men Kilied in Wreck 

Newton Falls, O., Jan. 19.—A crash 
of freight trains here caused the in- 
stant death of two men, who cannot 
be identified, as their bodies were 
partially consumed by flames which 
broke out in the wreck. The men were 
probably stealing a_ ride. Fireman 
Berry's legs were badly crushed and 
he may die from his injuries. 


Wilt End His Days in Prison 

Agham, Hungary, Jan. 19.—Ivan 
Palencsuk, who is 108 years old, was 
released from prison yesterday after 
50 years’ confinement. He protested 
tearfully against his release, but in 
vain, and he immediately committed 
another crime in order to be reimpris- 
oned. 


Would investigate Chiid Labor 

Washington, Jan. 19.—Representa- 
tives McNary and Gardner, both of 
Massachusetts, appeared before the 
house committee on labor in support of 
resolutions authorizing the secretary 
of commerce and labor to investigate 
child labor.

In Provident Securities 
toston, Jan. 22.—The receivers of 
the Provident Securities and Banking 
company, in taking charge of the office,

In addition 
the company holds notes of a gelatine 
company amounting to $22,606 and 142,- 
500 shares of the stock of a Colorado 
irrigation company. The amount of 
cash turned into the company by the 
9000 depositors is said to amount te 
about $182,000.

‘The commission- 
ers, it ls said, warned the company 
against using the word “savings bank” 
in its advertisements. It is said that 
the original letter was not found by the 
receivers among the company’s papers. 


Long Overdue Bark Is Safe 

Gloucester, Mass., Jan. 22.—After a 
voyage of 116 days and after being 
given up by her owners as lost, the 
British bark Ednyfed arrived here 
from Trapani, Italy. Captain Evans, 
who commands the vessel, reports the 
voyage as the worst he has experienced 
in his 27 years of seafaring life.

Crops Could Be 
Raised by Barely Scratching 
Soil--Moors Are Res»lutely Set 
Against Modern Convevlences 


Algeciras, Jan. 22—The American 
delegates to the Moroccan conference, 
as the result of talks with others of the 
envoys, have become impressed with 
| the undeveloped wealth of Morocco 
and the opportunities it affords for 
American enterprises. 


Wonderful stories are told of coal de- 
posits within an bour’s ride of Tangier, 
| of upteuched forests of cork trees bear 
| at hand and of gold fields in the AUlas 
mountains. The Moors continue to 
work on a small scale the copper veins 
opened by the Romans, but mining en- 
gineers, who have scarcely dared to 
turn a stone for fear of the natives, 
aver that not only copper, but tin and 
iron mines exist which are equal to the 
best mines of Spain. 

“Why should not the United States 
share in the development of these re 
sources, which are greater than those 
of Manchuria or the Philippines?” re 
marked one of the plenipotentiaries. 
Samuel R. Gummere, the American 
minister to Morocco and one of the del 
egates to the convention, however, 
| raised some practical difficulties in the 

way of Americans p/ofiting in this field, 

as Europeans control the shipping lines 

, and send their goods in bulk, while 
| Americans send merely English lit- 
erature and samples. Some tons of this 
literature, Gummere said, reached the 
American legation every year for dis- 
tribution among the Arabs. 

Mr. Gumumere, however, contirmed 
many of the reports of the undeveloped 
riches of the country. He said the soil 
| need only to be scratched to produce 
| each year two abundant crops of corn, 

barley and vegetables. American agri- 

cultural machinery, according to Gum- 
mere, is greatly needed in Morocco, as 
the primitive wooden plow is still used 
| there. Moreover, Morocco needs rail- 

roads, telegraphs, electricity and a 

hundred of other conveniences which 
it could have if the country were 
opened, but against these things the 

Moors hitherto have resolutely set their 

faces. 
| Mr. Gummere said that although a 

considerable quantity of American 
flour, petroleum and lard, the latter for 
the use of the Spanish population, is 
| lmported, yet these things are brought 

through Marseilles, Hamburg and other 
European ports and upon European 
ships and are distributed by European 
traders. Nine-tenths of the four im- 
ported is American. The Standard Oil 
company has an exclusive market in 
Morocco, having displaced Russian oil 
concerns. 

Much of the Moroccan market, Gum- 

mere thinks, could be occupied by 
American merchants if a direct steam-

uch Is the View Taken of the 
British Liberals’ Victory 

| London, Jan. 22.—Within the last 

few days the political complexion of 

| the United Kingdom bas been com- 

| pletely changed by the tide of Liber- 


alism that now is higher than the most 
sanguine radfcal dared to hope for or 
The new parliament will be 
| overwhelmingly Liberal. 

Up to this time the total number of 
members elected Is 450, of Whom 247 
are Liberals, 114 Unionists, 40 Labor- 

| ites, 78 Nationalists and one Socialist. 
This leaves 100 seats still vacant. 

The Liberals thus far have gained no 
less than 177 seats, counting labor 
gains as Liberal or government gains; 
and if the same proportion is kept up 
for the remaining 100 seats, the Liberals 
will have 407 votes ln the next pariia- 
ment, to which may be added those of 
42 Laborites, one Socialist and 33 Na- 
tionalists, which would give Prime 
Minister Campbell-Bannerman 533 
votes against 137 for the Conserva- 
tives. 

One of the most prominent  politi- 
clans in England says: “It is useless 
to minimize the present revolution, and 
we might as well begin to take a new 
view of the situation. In my opinion, a 
parliament sitting at Dublin may be 
looked for within the next two years. 
Assuredly, John Redmond, the leader 
of the Nationalist party, and Prime 
Minister Campbell-Bannerman have 
reached a working agreement, and it 
is inconceivable that Redmond would 
be content with anything less than an 
Irish parliament.

Philadelphia, Jan. 22.—Rather thar 
marry a man she did not love Jennie 
Graham, 19 years old, swallowed lauda- 
num in the presence of her aunt and 
friends.

Former Russian Subjects Have 
a Demonstration at Boston 
Boston, Jan. 23.—*March on, march 

op, all hearts resolved on liberty or 

death.” To the stirring strains of the 

Marseillaise more than 3000 former 

subjects of the ezar marched through 

the streets of Boston last night and 
later held an enthusiastic mass meeting 
in Faneuil hall in memory of their 
countrymenywho fell in St. Petersburg 
on “Red Sunday,” a year ago yesterday. 

The demonstration, which was under 
the auspices of Socialist organizations 
in the city, was remarkable. The pa- 
raders were peaceful, and there was 
absolutely no display of violence fur- 
ther than the inscriptions on the many 
banners and the utterances of the 
speakers at the Faneuil hall meeting. 

Women and children ploughed 
through the muddy streets beside the 
men, Three bands were in line, and 
torches, banners and red flags were 
greatly in evidence. ‘The inscriptions 
on the banners were of a revolutionary 
character. 

The personnel of the paraders was as 
cosmopolitan as a parade of Russian 
subjects could be. There were in line 
Russians, Russian Jews, Armenians, 
Lithuanians, Poles and Finns. Singing 
and cheering, and waving their red 
flags, they marched from Castle square 
in the South End, where the parade 
was organized, through the centre of 
the city to Faneuil hall. 

Fearing an outbreak of violence, the 
police authorities had lined the streets 
with patrolmen, and squads of officers 
marched in the van and in the rear of 
the parade.

France virtually enunciates, in a 
modified form, the principle of the Mon 
roe doctrine in Northwest Africa. She 
has acquired and holds a position to 
ward Morocco that, according to her 
view, makes equal political influence 
with other powers impossible. On the 
question of economic equality she says 
“Yes,” but on that of political equality 
she answers “No.”

The real struggle, however, is over 
the political future of Morocco. France 
would rather withdraw from the con 
ference than tie up the political destiny 
of Morocco by international 
While not an authoritative of- 
ficial utterance, it unmistakably repre 
sents the feeling of the French dele 
gation. France refuses to be excluded 
from what she holds to be the legit! 
mated expansion of her influence in 
northern Africa. 

The French delegates appear to 
realize that the current of the confer- 
is against them, because neutral 
powers such as the United States lean 
toward the idea of disinterested equal- 
ity rather than toward France's special 
geographical and _ historical para- 
mountcy. 

France therefore may strive for a 
negative result, so far as political ques- 
tions go, accepting fully a commercial 
equality and joining in the effort to 
reach just economic conclusions, but 
resisting suggestions for the interna- 
tionalism of any of the public services 
of Morecco. 

Germany will press for the interna- 
tionalization of the police. It should be 
understood that this question of police 
does not refer to the ordinary force for 
the maintenance of local order, but 
in the larger sense, to the semi-military 
body which is to exercise a powerful 
general control.

Hapgood’s Counsel Says That 
He Is a “Corrupt Judge”’ 


TOWN TOPICS’ BUSINESS 


Suppressed Scandal Upon Pay- 


ment by Those Too Cowardly 
to Refuse--Mann Found No 
Difficulty In Gathering Money 


New York, Jan. 26.—The last stage 
of the trial of Norman Hapgood, editor 
of Collier's Weekly, charged with crim- 
inal libel in the publication of a para- 
graph commenting upon City Magis- 
trate Deuel’s connection with Town 
Topics, was reached yesterday, when 
the taking of testimony was ended, and 
Edward M. Shepard, of counsel for the 
accused editor, made the opening argu 
ment for the defense 

Mr. Shepard referred to Deuel’s po- 
sition on Town Topics as a quasi-edi- 
torlal writer. “While he was sitting on 
the bench,” said Shepard, “he was 
carrying ou a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 
business in the offices of Town Topics 
and the Ess Ess company. Wesay that 
the business of Town Topics was to 
print scandal or to suppress it for pay- 
ment for those who were too cowardly 
to refuse 
say Deuel was a corrupt judge. 
was a judge beyond doubt and he was 
corrupt beyond doubt. He was a cor- 
rupt judge.” 

The stock of the Town Topics com- 
pany, on which Mann tried to make 
loans, Shepard said, was held by him 
in trust for his daughter. Deuel, he 
suid, was joined in this trust deed

“The polished gentleman who comes | 


to see us for Town Topics does not 
come after the fashion of a bandit de- 
manding your money or your life, but 
in the most kindly and suave way he 
tells you that the boys of the office 
want to print a story, but that they 
can be bought off,” said She pard. 

“Colonel Mann got money from 
trust company of which Thomas F. 
Ryan is the vice president, without 
putting up collateral or a note with the 
names of two solvent men on it. That 
ils not usually the way a trust company 
does business, but Colonel Mann, in- 
solvent, with two judgments standing 
against him, goes down to that company 
and on his note gets $10,000. He got 
$76,000 from James R. Keene on real 
estate over night, while usually laans 
on that sort of property follow search- 
ing examinations of title, which occupy 
weeks.” 

Town Topics, he said, is composed 
of men bribed to betray confidences. 
Servants, valets, and even ministers, 
were asked to betray their secrets and 
confidences. Shepard then read the in 
structions of Mann to what he callec 
the sneaks in clubs, in kitchens and, 
maybe, in churches, in which the col 
onel intrusted them to the effect that 
ridicule was more effective than abuse 

“There is in Town Topics office,” said 
Shepard, “what is called an index, 
history of lechery, lust, dishonesty, 
beastliness and gruesome scandal gatb- 
ered in the home and elsewhere by 
agents of the paper for use at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Think of the names of 
young girls and the s« 
served Why the devil himself might 
laugh with pleasure as he goes through 
that treasure of blind para- 
graphs.”

Mr. Jerome here caused some merri- 
ment by his statement that it seemed 
after all he was the writer of the ar- 
ticle involved in the trial “That is 
true in a measure,” assented Hapgood. 

Robert Collier of Collier's Weekly 
testified that Hapgood had written the 
article concerning Justice Deuel and 
Town Topics under instructions from 
him. Jerome recalled W. D. Mann, 
editor of Town Topics, to give his ver 
sion of his dealings with Bernard N 
Baker of Baltimore, and also to deny 
the statement that Harry Lehr 
several other society people had 
nished paragraphs to Town Topies 

The last act of Jerome for the prose 
cution was to place in evidence a let 
ter from former President Grover 
Cleveland, who had been given an hon 
orary subscription to “Fads and Fan- 
cies,” stating that he had examined the 
publication and thought it 
able book.”

Gear Works 


One of the new industries that has 
recently been established in Quincy is 
the Boston Gear Works. Passengers on 
the steam and street cars have noticed 
the large one story buildings jast south 
of the Norfolk Downs depot, between 
the railroad track and Hancock street, 
and have wondered what they were for. 

The larger of the two buildings is oc- 
cupied by the Boston Gear Co., and the 
smaller by a Translucent Fabric Co 

The building of the Boston Gear 
works is 90 by 100 feet,and when in full 
ruoninog order will employ from 10) to 
150 skilled men. 

The building win- 
dows on all four sides, the 
roof are several skylights running the 
entire width of the building. These 
skylights face the north-east so that an 
exceptionally light room is obtained. 

The main floor is one large room, in 
which upward of 125 machines are 
being set up. These machines consists 
of lathes, rack cutters, miller and gear 
cutters, for in addition to gears of all 
kinds, the firm also does machine work 
and manufactures automobiles.

The power is supplied by a fifty borse 
oil engine located in the basement.

Celebrate 
Anniversary 
Presidents 
Portrait Unveiled 


Under the stars and stripes floatiog 
place of Joho Adams, the 
Chapter of Quincy of the society of the 
Daughters of the Revolution, celebrated 
on Saturday afternoon, Jan. 27, its 
100th meeting and its tenth anniversary 
which will be long remembered by all 
who were fortunate enough to be 
present.

PLOT TO PLUNDER 


Plan of Alleged Society of Ar- 
menian Desperadoes 

Boston, Jan. 29.—Although a simple 
charge of theft of a revolver was made 
against Haik Oranian, when he was ar- 
rested at his home here last night for 
Arlington officials, the local police 
state that Henry M. Deevarian, who 
gave the information leading up to the 
arrest, had charged Oranian with being 
a member of an Armenian society, 
whose object, he claimed, was to rob 
the homes of the rich and, if necessary, 
kill. The statements of Devarian will 
be investigated further both by the local 
and Arlington police. 

At station 5 the arrested man was 
searched, and among other things found 
on his person was a crumpled cloth 
mask, made to cover the upper half of a 
person's face, a number of 32 calibre 
bullets and a bunch of letters written 
in the Armenian language.

Attitude of Senators Shown In 


a Discussion 


PURPOSE OF EXCLUSION 


Not to Pacilitate Coming of the 


Higher Class of Chinese, but 
Covert Move to Bring In More 


Coolies--To Probe Boycott 


Washington, Jan. 30.—The Chinese 
boycott came up in the senate in con- 
nection with a resolution by Mr. Till- 
man directing an investigation by the 
Tillman 
the 


committee on immigration. 


modified the resolution, omitting 
major portion of the preamble. 
Senator Dubois (Dem., Ida.) precipi- 
tated a debate somewhat significant of 
the attitude of that body toward the 
| proposed amendments of the Chinese 
| law and the questions of canal zone la- 
bor. When some allusion was made by 
Dubois to the willinguess of the south 
to have Chinese labor, Clay and Till- 
man dissented, the latter saying for his 
section: “We have troubles enough of 
our with the present condition 
without attempting to mix it up, mak- 
ing confusion worre confounded by our 
element of labor which we consider 
more or less debased. We want no 


coolies.”’

Senator Teller endorsed Dubois’ 
| view that the object of the present at- 
| tempt was not to facilitate the coming 

of higher class Chinese, but was really 
a covert move to bring in more coolies. 
He said large sections of this country 


| were short of labor; that Colorado's in- 


terests were in many places crippled 
ou this account, and yet the state pre- 
fers to get along without an element 
so incongruous to our civilization. The 
boycott comes from the desire of the 
higher class Chinese to have Asia for 
Asiatics, China for the Chinese. Cot- 
ton goods would not long be sold in 
China; that country would learn to pro- 
duce them for herself. The great in- 
dustrial hordes of Japan would seize 
the markets for China's millions and no 
laws could be enacted to change the out- 
look. 

Senator (Nev.) related 
in China last sum- 
mer, from which It appeared such re- 
sistance of shown in the at- 
tempted boycott, was due to Chinese 
desire to get in rather than 
because of their taking any offense over 
the treatment accorded to the educated 
Chinese tourists. Here Tillman Iinter- 
rupted to ask how long Newlands and 
Dubois were in Canton, Hong Kong 
and Pekin. Newlands said they were in 
Hong Kong three or four days, Canton 
part of a day and Pekin several days. 

Tillman rejoined “I will ask the 
senator if bis sweeping general conclu- 
based on his own observations 
in the great empire of China, after such 
a protracted investigation, are not 
something like Poultney Bigelow’s in 
vasion of the Isthmus of Panama?’ 

It took Newlands some time to auswer 
this question He spoke of the pro- 
posed exclusion of the Japanese, saying 
that it would provoke the hostility of 
that country just as our desirable Chi- 
nese exclusion policy would perma- 
offend China. He then alluded 
to our desire for the open door in the 
East from other countries and our pro- 
posed closed door in the Philippines, 
which we controlled. This referred to 
the of the archi- 
pelago three years hence within our 
own tariff roof, which would cut off the 
trade of Japan and China in the islands, 
while we were insisting on the open 
door in Manchuria and Korea, although 
Japan's relation to the countries is fully 
as close as ours to the Philippines. He 
wondered bow long Japan will st§nd 
this, saying that to obtain a monopoly 
of the trade of the Philippines, with the 
seven million people, we were im- 
perilling our markets among the three 
hundred millions of China and Japan 

Tillman then pressed his resolution 
upon which the debate had occurred. 
It called on the senate committee to in- 
vestigate the Chinese boycott of Amer- 
lean goods, to see what were the facts 
and to suggest remedies for the ill-feel- 
Ing that had been aroused by our ex- 
clusion laws. It was referred to the 
committee on contingent expenses. 

Action which is considered a move 
against the railroads was taken by the 
house In the adoption of a resolution 
calling on the president to furnish in- 
formation as to the existence of an al- 
leged agreement in violation of the inter- 
state commerce law between half a 
dozen railroad companies. Opposition 
to the resolution did not develop until 
after it had) been declared adopted by 
the speaker.

Briefly, “the midnight rate” isa 
device whereby a large shipper notifies 
a road that on a certain date a 
shipment will be made. On that day 
the published tariff Is changed for a 
day, the shipment made at the lower 
rate and the tariff immediately raised 

The main feature of the bill, bearing 
on the point about which the greatest 
controversy has been had and the one 
which Townsend believes lies at the 
foundation of the whole question, Is 
that which gives the commission pow 
er upon complaint and after full bearing 
to substitute a maximum 
rate in place of one found to be unjust 
or unreasonable. Townsend went at 
length into this phase of the proposed 
legislation. It was the point 
which the weight of the opposition had 
been directed, he explained, and he 
saw but one answer—that to require 
the railroads to be just and reasonable 
could not harm anyone, while it would 
benefit all. 

As showing how deep were the fears 
of the railroad world, he stated, 7200 
miles of road had bulit during 
the past year in the United States, and 
up to June 30 orders for more than 
$200,000,000 worth of railroad equip 
ment had been placed. 

While the number of commissioners 
is increased by two, and their salaries 
raised to $10,000 a year, Townsend ex 
pressed the belief that when the law 
was once established the duties of the 
commission would decrease rather than 
increase. 

Mr. Townsend declared that the op 
position had “endeavored to discredit 
the administration in various matters 
in order to distract attention 
great question.” He 
“delay will be caused wherever possi 
ble in the vain hope that something 
will happen yet to prevent final action.” 
He spoke of a lobby “rich and power- 
ful,” of “unwarranted interferences 
with the people's rights,” of the “dicta- 
tion of the nomination and election of 
legislators” by the corporations. 

“As one of the younger and most 
humble Republicans in the house,” he 
said, “let me admonish my party asso 
ciates In both houses that this question 
will not down nor will 
brook delay.

Rate legislation will enter 
into history, and Its entry will not be 
marked by any business disturbances, 
but rather it will Indicate the be gin- 
ning of a era of better feeling between 
the railroads and the people—an era 
of equal rights and opportunities under 
a just and impartial law.” 


Mr. Adamson of Georgia, representing 
the minority, commended the measure, 
and praised President Roosevelt's 
and in praise of President Roosevelt's 
stand on the question, which he said 
the minority were availing themse Ives 
of in the present instance. Mr. Hin- 
shaw (Neb.) depicted the benefit the
